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The Trentiners, on the other hand, have no right to their omm autonorous 
administration. In their original proposals the Nenni Socialists (PST) 
foresew an autonomy for the region "Tirolo transalpino", Now, following 
the chanre of government in Rane, they can ne lenger sponsor. an autonony 
for "Tirolo transalpino” alone, as they would be the only party to beck 
such a solution.
